Rangeley. 


Coming to a new community in the month of January was surely a 
challenge. The help and support given me by the Board of Selectmen and the 
people who work in the Town Office has been a big plus, not only for me, but to 
the whole community. 


The decision of the Townspeople in the vote taken at a special town 
meeting in October gave us the direction we needed to dispose of our solid 
waste and | expect that we will be operating a new facility by mid-summer. 


A much needed truck and plow was acquired this year. The new loader and 
blower which arrived in November will, | believe, prove to be a valuable piece of 
equipment for the Town. 


Hopefully the Airport Lighting Project will be put to rest soon with the 
power line being installed on Route 17 to the N.D.B. site, and the requirement 
of the Federal Aviation Administration that we clear and grub around the 
airport will be fulfilled. 


The Quimby Pond Road was hot topped this year. Many of our roads need 
serious attention and plans will be under way to address some of these this 
year. 


The coming of the condominium living concept and an increase in all 
types of construction have caused growing pains for the Town. The challenges 
in Court have been expensive and have caused much added work for the 
Planning Board. 


| am glad to report that the Committee to study our codes and ordinances 
have met several times and will continue to work on this project. 


| wish to thank all of the many Boards, Committees and Commissions who 
sO generously give of their time and talents for the betterment of the Town. 


Each of our Departments and the people who work in the Town Office are 
doing a fine job for the Town and we are fortunate to have these dedicated 
people.

RANGELEY REGIONAL AMBULANCE REPORT 


The Rangeley Region Ambulance Corp. (RRAC) responded to one 
hundred and thirty calls for assistance in 1985, one hundred and twenty-one 
which were transported for further medical care. This represents a seven 
percent increase over the previous year. Residents of the Rangeley Region 
compiled sixty-two percent of the calls, while out-of-town guests and summer 
residents made up the balance. 


Members of the Corp logged one thousand one hundred and sixty-three 
hours of runtime as well as partaking in bimonthly training/business meetings. 
This is a major time commitment for the fourteen members of the Corp. Many 
members also attended other training sessions outside of the Rangeley 
Region. These dedicated citizens should be highly commended for their 
commitment to providing our region with Advance Life Support and 
Emergency Care.

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The new monitor/defibrillator that was approved for purchase at last year’s 
Town Meeting was put to use thirty-three times over the past year. Its use on 
twenty-five percent of the runs, shows that it is a valuable piece of equipment. 
We thank the residents of Rangeley for their support in acquiring it. 


This year it is necessary to replace one of our portable suction units that no 
longer meets State requirements. If we do not do this, our back-up ambulance 
in Oquossoc will not be re-licensed. This is an important item and will cost 
around five hundred dollars. There is an article requesting this money in the 
Town Warrant. 


Once again the RRAC fundraising drive is on schedule. Thanks to the 
generous support of the residents of Rangeley, surrounding plantations and 
guests to the region, we have met our goal of fifteen thousand dollars for 1985. 
We will be raising the same amount this year to finish paying for our new 
ambulance. 


We will be changing to a direct dial dispatch system before the busy 
summer months. This will allow for faster response time to the scene and give 
the caller direct access to an EMT by phone that can give instructions until the 
ambulance arrives. 


The RRAC would like to thank the residents of Rangeley and surrounding 
communities for their continued support which enables us to provide care to 
those in need.

I have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account 
groups of the Town of Rangeley, for the year ended December 31, 1985, listed in the 
foregoing Table of Contents. My examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures considered necessary in the circum- 
stances. 


Budgetary control over grants included in Special Revenue Funds is maintained 
on the basis of the Grant's Fiscal period. Accordingly, a Statement of Revenues, 
Expenditures and Changes in Fund Balance - Budget and Actual for Special Revenue 
Funds for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1985, required by generally accepted 
accounting principles is not presented. 


In my opinion the financial statements listed in the aforementioned Table of 
Contents present fairly the financial position of such funds and account groups of 
the Town of Rangeley, at December 31, 1985, and the results of operations of such 
funds for the year ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


In connection with my examination, I also (1) performed tests of compliance 
with the Revenue Sharing Act and Regulations as detailed in the Commentary of the 
Audit Requirements of the Local Government Fiscal Assistance Amendments a 1983, 
issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the Treasury, and (2) 
compared the data on the appropriate Bureau of Census Form RS-9 with the audited 
records of the Town of Rangeley. 


In my opinion, for the items tested, the Town of Rangeley complied with the 
aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations. Further, 
based on my examination and the procedures referred to above, nothing came to our 
attention to indicate that the Town of Rangeley had not complied with the aforemen- 
tioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and Regulations. 


The current year's supplementary data, included in the following schedules, 
have been subjected to the same auditing procedures and, in my opinion, are fairly 


stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a 
whole.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Rangeley Planning Board meets twice a month to review all matters 
within its jurisdiction. 


Member attendance for the past year has been averaging 90% at each 
meeting. 


The Town has seen substantial growth in the past year, thereby placing the 
Planning Board in the position of a reviewing board, limiting its ability to 
function in its planning capacity. 


The Planning Board has organized a review committee for the purpose of 
rewriting the Town’s land use regulations, in hopes that the results will permit a 
more equitable means of dealing with property owners, builders and 
developers. 


The Board also recognizes the need for a professional planner available to 
the Town, and a full-time Code Enforcement Officer. 


COMMITTEE TO RE-WRITE TOWN ORDINANCES 


The Committee to review Rangeley’s Comprehensive Plan, Ordinances 
and Building Codes has been organized into various sub-committee’s, each to 
study designated portions of the material. It is recognized by the Committee 
that in order to successfully rewrite these documents so they will result in a 
reasonable measure of protection for Rangeley’s future and insure its well 
ordered development, the services of a professional land use planner should 
be retained. 


While the initial outlay of money may seem difficult, it will be a small 
investment in Rangeley’s future if it properly controls development in this 
unique area.

ADVANCE POLLUTION CONTROL FACILITY 
A Report on the Operation and Conditions 


To the Citizens of Rangeley, Maine: 


1985 was a good year for treatment at the plant, with 32 million gallons of 
waste water since 1970. 


Age problems are showing in both the plant and the collection systems; 
planned upgrading is under way. The aeration system is complete and 
operating very well at lower cost. This year will see the finish of the upgrade of 
the return Sludge System. Planned overhaul will occur in the filter, chemical 
feed, chlorine, and collection systems. 


1985 saw a major repair of collection problems on School Street. Infiltra- 
tion still accounts for over 10 million gallons of the total treated. 


The Sludge Program worked well this year with 228,000 gallons removed, 
and topped with 8.5 tons of lime. 


The Sewer Commission has written a Hud Grant for the repair of the 
collection system. CMP did an energy audit on the treatment plant, but the 
results were not conclusive. 


The most complete advancement in 1985 was the Sewer Commission, 
which with four new members went from 4-5 meetings per year to 33 meetings 
in 1985, with all meetings having a quorum. The leadership of the Sewer 
Department is now firmly in the hands of five dedicated commission members. 
The sad fact is, however, that there is very little public input to the commission. 


I'd take this time to thank George and Henry for faithful service, for the 
support of the highway crew and mechanic, and for Town Manager Adams, 
and Rachel and Georgia at the Town Office. 


The last item | have is one of controlled growth. We have had three Condo 
projects approved for entry into the sewer. There has also been an application 
received, which if approved, will make it so that no other large projects will be 
able to be considered. The Sewer Plant will be maxed out, except for some 
single units. We will on paper have reached our maximum design loading of 
140,000 gallons per day. Planning must now be done to see if growth will stop, 
or if enlargement of the Treatment Plant is in order. Which way we go is not as 
important as participation by the citizens of the Town of Rangeley in the affairs 
of the Town.

RANGELEY SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 


To the Citizens of Rangeley, Maine: 


We, the Sewer Commission, would like to first thank all of you public 
spirited people who took an interest, be it personal or whatever, in our task this 
year. 


The year for us started off in quite a jumbled up mess. Of the five members 
on the board, four of us were newly elected. We prepared the budget with little 
or no knowledge of the Sewer Department. When we submitted the budget, it 
was submitted with the promise that the next year we would know more about 
it. 

And then the turmoil began. Some of us joined the Commission because 
we were disappointed in its inequities. We wanted a fair and just system on 
water meters. 


In 1980 the Town voted to charge by a certain schedule and people were 
not being billed according to this schedule. Why? We don’t know. We decided 
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to go by that schedule. We also came up with asystem where any business with 
water meters could be charged by what they used. 


It was only by asking around and the public’s cooperation that we found 
out who had water meters. 


After a little public outcry about our billings, we settled down to make sure 
that no future commissions would get into the position we were put in. 


On the average, meetings were held two or three times a month to try to 
reach a goal of a well-organized Commission. One that would run smoothly 
and not leave a lot of gaps and misunderstandings. Not one meeting was 
cancelled due to a lack of a quorum. 


By-Laws were drafted and the Sewer Ordinance was brought up-to-date to 
accommodate new growth and more modern techniques. 


An effort was made to convert the user to water meters. We, the 
Commission, feel that in order to have each user pay for only what he uses, 
meters are a must. It is the only fair and equitable way to resolve rate users 
charge. 


We are sorry to say our first try wasn’t as successful as we had hoped due 
to lack of support from the residential user. It is only with the cooperation of the 
users that we can make this a fully metered system. 


Through the use of personal computers, the user list was computerized. 
We found and corrected existing errors in charges and ownership. Through 
the use of these computers we were able to spend much more of our time on 
other important details. We feel there is a definite need for a computer in our 
department. 


Some equipment was replaced at the Sewer Plant. There is a great need to 
replace more of the equipment due to the fact that they aren’t being 
manufactured anymore. 


A small portion of the collection system was dug up and repaired with new 
techniques. The total cost to date of repairing this section over the years is 
$3,700.00. It is our belief that this new technique will keep the frost problem 
under control. This is the third time this section has been repaired due to the 
fact the line is too shallow. There is over 3,000 feet of frost damaged pipe, 
because it is less than six feet deep, with the average frost penetrating an 
average of 9 feet. 
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Due to a concern that all messages weren’t being received or properly 
relayed, the Commission approved the purchase of an answering machine to 
be installed at the Sewer Treatment Plant. 


A part-time secretary was hired to accurately record our meetings and 
assist in handling all the paperwork we were generating. We feel any and all 
changes, and communications should be on paper for future reference. 


The Sewer Commission now has an office in the basement of the Town 
Office Building where we keep a record of all our meetings and actions and 
correspondence. We meet the second Tuesday of every month. Other special 
meetings are duly posted. 


Some of the changes we are working toward are: becoming more 
computerized; quarterly billing for metered customers; repairing all frost 
damaged pipe; replacing out-dated equipment at the Sewer Plant; 
encouraging an orderly growth of users; all users billed according to water 
meters; and still maintaining a reasonable budget.

The Industrial Arts Department at the school built 10 wood duck boxes for 
placement in the Rangeley area in an attempt to lure wood ducks back to the 
region. Students are given credit for this work. 


We will be sponsoring 4 youths in the summer of ’86 at the Conservation 
Camp in Ellsworth, Maine as no one applied the summer of ’85. 


A new screen was set in place in Oquossoc - 14’ long, 2” wide and 16” high. 
The old screen was so full of holes that the salmon and trout were swimming 
downstream. Beams have been purchased to replace the cribbing that holds 
the screen in place and this project will be completed during the summer 
months. Another summer project will have the members at the screen cleaning 
out debris in the entire area.

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REPORT OF THE RANGELEY PARK COMMISSION 


1985 was a year of change within the Park Commission. Myself, Donna 
Chapman and Eugene Helinski were all newly elected to join Joyce Blackwell 
and Edwina Green in the committee to oversee maintenance of both 
Rangeley’s Lakeside Park and the Oquossoc Park. 


Usage of both parks continues to increase by local residents and visitors. 
The visual appearance of the parks is important to users as well as passers by. 
As aresult, the Oquossoc fence project fell behind schedule with the decision 
to erect one style of fence along the park boundary rather than the two different 
styles initially planned. The toilet facility will also be shielded and maintained 
in order to improve the visual impact of the park. 


Rangeley’s Lakeside Park was the center of attention during events in all 
seasons. Snodeo, the Moose Run, Fireworks, Wild Mt. Time and other events 
brought many people to the park to enjoy time outdoors with family and 
friends. The Park Attendant, Clint Polland, and Lifeguard, Melissa Haines, 
oversaw the park on a daily basis. 


Improvements in Lakeside Park in 1986 include rebuilding a picnic table 
shelter, removing dead birch trees, repairing the boat launch floats and 
repairing damage to the public restrooms. 


Capital expenditures will continue for the next several years as the Park 
Commission plans to repair and maintain picnic facilities, docks, mowing 
equipment and to eventually undertake the major repair job needed to the two 
Lakeside tennis courts. 


On a final note, the Committee is aware of a number of requests for 
recreational programs. This prompts the Commission to recommend the 
revitalization of a Town Recreation Committee. This Committee could oversee 
waterfront activities, Summer programs, and usage of the Town Ball Park 
behind the Town Office. We urge any interested citizens to contact the 
Rangeley Town Manager to explore the various recreation options.

1985 was a banner year for the Rangeley Region for people coming to visit 
and vacation. The Restaurant and Lodging sales for Rangeley and the three 
plantations increased by 28% for the year to $2,700,000. These figures are 
accumulated by the State for sales tax purposes. 


The Chamber has been very active as a result. From the attached tables it 
can be seen that, while the Town’s appropriations have remained essentially 
the same, the overall income to the Chamber increased about 13%. These 
monies come from member dues, money received from members for 
cooperative ads, and finally, donated money by members to advertise our 
Region - particularly radio and television. 


The increase in Reservation Center income to $7,159 reflects 
commissions received from booking reservations at member establishments. 
This growth will continue as long as the Chamber members work together and 
advertise together. It is our feeling that we get much better response and 
subsequent business by advertising together. 


In the 13 years that | have lived here, it is most satisfying to see the tourism 
and vacation aspects of the Town’s business grow and prosper. This not only 
profits the restaurant and lodging folks, but also triggers substantial growth in 
building and the trades. | look forward to continued progress in this area and to 
the Chamber making a significant contribution to it.

Children’s programs continued to be vigorous. During the school year 
Head Start and the Little Mountain School came twice monthly for film and 
story programs. The summer of 1984 saw the popular Fun Time and 
Adventurer groups flourishing, with field trips to the Norlands, the Wilhelm 
Reich Museum, etc. An innovation was the Huneycomb Theatre, aone-woman 
song, story and puppet show, held in the Library yard. This, as well as the 
Norlands trips, and supplies for the annual Pet Show, was funded by the 
Rangeley Rotary Club. 


The Library belongs to the Central Maine Library District, and to the Small 
Public Libraries Association, a sub-group of the Maine Library Association. 
Both of these groups meet semiannually, and this Library is represented at 
them. The Central Maine Library District began a series of books review 
meetings, in which Miss Tullis and Miss Laverty participated; in return for their 
reviews, the Library is given copies of books. 


Our book collection is readily augmented by the interlibrary loan system. 
A toll-free call to the State Library can usually produce any requested non- 
fiction work, either from Augusta or another library. During the fiscal year, 
some 86 books were borrowed on this basis.
